Walsh of Montana, who brought out 
the fact that he had not testified 
either at his trial in Grand Rapids, 
where he was convicted, or before 
the Senate committee which inquired 
into the Ford-Newberry contest.

Newberry replied that his recol- 
lection differed from Smith's. He 
said that inquiry to Smith, asking 
when cantpaign expenses were going 
to end, was prompted by the news- 
paper criticisms that had been made 
about the expenses.

Here's 
one of the Lincoln Park Golf 
Commissioners, Chicago, who in his 
enthusiasm told me the other day 
that there should be golf holes all 
the way along Lake Michigan, soa 
fellow could play himself down to 
work in the morning, and back 
home again at night. He men- 
tioned, when I tried to get some 
golf statistics from him, that all 
the holes in America strung out 
would reach around the world. 
“What a course to play on!" he ex- 
claimed. ‘‘Just the right distance, 
too!”’ 

I think that this year will see 
more new courses added than ever 
before. There is a better under- 
standing how to build them now. 
Financing of new clubs has also 
been made easier. Undoubtedly 
great sums of money will be in- 
vested in the national sport, but 
the money will be well spent 
because of its abundant yield of 
health and enjoyment. 

And the best thing of all, per- 
haps, is the astonishing way in 
which golf is catching hold in the 
smaller towns, in places, I mean, 
of 5000 people or less. A few more 
years of this and we shall behold 
the capitulation of America to 
golf, the royal, ancient and honor- 
able pastime— the sport supreme. 

So let's make it less costly and 
more popular by every effort we 
can put forth to that end.

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How to Remove Stains 
By Emilie Hoffmann 


OW often we hear of garments 
ruined by the improper treat- 
ment of stains. The first es- 
sential of success is that the stain be 
treated promptly. A stain is much 
easier to remove while fresh than 
after itis old. If a stain has dried or 
the article has been washed and 
the stain 
is fixed and will be difficult to re- 
move. 


It is quite necessary to know the

mines the treatment required. Some 


|staims are set by the treatment that

Stretch fabric over a bowl of 
water and apply the solution, a drop 
ata time. Rinsing with clear water 

is important. An alkali. such as am- 
monia, potash, caustic soda or strong 
soap. should be treated with lemon 
juice, vinegar, weak oxalic or hydro- 
chiloric acid. Latter should never be 
used on silk. 

Take your time in removing 
stains. “Haste makes waste” in this 
work. And be careful to rub very 
gently. é 

The absorbents are the simplest 
stain removers and are efficacious in 
grease stains, blood and ink spots 
and freshly spilled liquids. The com- 
mon absorbents are blotting paper, 
unglazed paper, French chalk, tal- 
cum. starch, corn meal and fuller’s 
earth. When using solvents, such as 
gasoline. alcohol, chloroform, turpen- 
tine, ete.. place the stained fabric 
over a pad of cloth or paper and ap- 

ply the solvent with a stick rounded 
at the end. Work from edge of stain 
toward the center. Spread powder 
around the edge of the stain to keep 
the liquid from spreading and pre- 
vent the formation of a ring. 
the pad when soiled. 

Stain removers should be carefully 
labeled and kept together in 4 
laundry closet.
